DEAR POLLY—Hanging curtains at my basement windows 


was a real problem as the walls are cement block. Finally 
I applied those picture hangers with adhesive backs at either 
side I use small, round curtain rods which rest easily on 
the hangers. No holes, no mess, no fuss.—A. J. M. 


DEAR POLLY—When I hem a dress and want to avoid 


using pins I run the largest, loosest stitch on my sewing ma- 
chine. I hem neatly by hand and then pull out the machine 
stitching very quickly. I can work anyplace in the house with 
out worrying about pins falling and 'being picked up by 
my small children.—MRS. M. J. F. 


DEAR POLLY—I would like to pass on a trick I discovered 


to others who like to refin- 
ish furniture. I pulled the 
cracked, chipped varnish off 
my birch sewing machine 
qabinet with a paint scraper. 
This was quick and easy. 
Next I started to sandpaper 
and found it hard on my 
fingers. I wrapped the sand- 
paper around a piece of 
wood but found that the un- 
yielding wood would not al- 
low me to get a very good 
contact. 


I substituted a medium-sized cellulose sponge, well-driedl 


and very stiff, and it worked to perfection. There is just;| 
enough give to the sponge to let it dig in and the flat sides| 
make perfect contact.—KATHRYN 


DEAR POLLY—To make an inexpensive headboard for a| 


king-sized bed, cover %-inch-thick playwood with 2-inch-thick| 
foam rubber. Bevel the edges of the foam rubber and glue| 
it into place on the plywood. Cover with- any upholstery fab-| 
ric or vinyl (we used gold brocade) and tack across the backf 
of the headboard with a staple gun. Add posts at the bottom?; 
to raise the headboard to the proper height.—MRS. R. G. H.|

- In the 
bustling world of»AM radio with 
its almost 4,106 stations and a)l 
types of programming, four op- 
erations concerned only with 
news broadcasts are doing very 
well. 


There exists no official listing 


of (he formats of most stations, 
but it is probable that aobut 60 
to 65 per cent are what is called 
"middle of the road," playing 
nonfrenetic 
music, 
providing 


news at stated intervals and 
presenting some talk shows. 


Another 15 per cent or so are 


currently dedicated to playin 
rock 'n' roll music olus news, 
and these are usually referred 
to in the trade as "Top 40" or 
"Top 100" stations because they 
specialize in playing the best- 
selling music records. 


Formats of the rest are a 


niixed bag—stations specializing 
in playing standard, western or 
folk music; foreign language 
broadcasts or aiming at special 
ethnic audiences, like Negroes 
or Spanish-speaking peoples. 


There is also a comparatively 


news specialty: all new stations 


There are XETRA whose sig- 


nal originates in Tijuana, Mexi- 
co, but has its big audience 
north through Los Angeles, and 
WNUS of Chicago, both operat- 
ed as part of the McClendon 
Groun nf stations. Then there 
are WINS of New York a n d 
KYW of Philadelphia of the 
Westinghouse Group W stations. 
Altogether they hardly make a 
statistic in t h e big, booming 
radio field. But they are being 
watched with interest by a l l 
broadcasters. 


Actually, XETRA, started in 


1961 under McClendon manage- 
ment was not the first station to 
decid eto try and all-news-and 
commercials format. A year 
before, it had been attempted 
briefly at KFAX in San Francis- 
co, but didn't work out.

Aid Pledge 
Underscores 
Concern

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Hubert H. ( Hum- 
phrey's assurances of support to 
Thailand's 
leadership 
under- 


scores the deep U. S. concern for 
an area hand-picked by Peking 
for subversion — the northeast 
plateau on the Meking River 
border with Laos. 


It is an area of Thailand 


where living standards are low- 
er, crops less plentiful and the 
livelihood for its 
10 million 


much more difficult than in the 
rest of the country. 


It is a region where the Unit- 


ed States says that Communist 
China is directly instigating and 
supporting a movement designed 
to overthrow the existing gov- 
ernment. 


In a speech on U. S.-China pol- 


icy last weekend, Assistant Sec- 
retary 
of State William P. 


Bundy said the Peking strategy 
is to replace the present govern- 
ment with a regime responsive 
to Peking's will. 


"This is what we are seeing 


today in the form, of a so-called 
Thai Patriotic Front established 
and supported from mainland 
China," Bundy said. "This is 
the direct form of Communist 
Chinese tactic t h a t must be 
met." 


Means of meeting the threat 


through concerted economic and 
military action are reflected in 
the American bases and supply 
depots and the expanded aid 
effort being made in the north- 
east. 


In November 1964, Peking an- 


nounced the formation of a Thai 
independence movement intend- 
ed to spark a war on national 
liberation. In January 1965, a 
second group called the Thai 
Patriotic Front was formed. 


The headquarters of both or- 


ganizations seemed to spring 
out of a clandestine radio oper- 
ating from the Meking River 
border region in 
Communist- 


held northern Laos. Last No- 
vember, the two groups com- 
bined. Their purpose: to depose 
ope royal government, abolish 
treaties with the United States, 
oust U. S. troops from Thailand, 
encourage agricultural produc- 
tion and sitributute lanl to the 
peasants. 


Foreign Minister Chen Yi of 


Red China had predicted there 
would be a liberation war in 
Thailand by the end of 1965. 


This timetable was upset. But 


U. S. expert analysts found evi- 
dence last fall that Peking or- 
dered an intensification of the 
struggle through terrorist activ- 
ity in northeast Thailand. 


The bombing of North Viet 


Nam and steadily 
increasing 


numbers of American 
troops 


sent to Southeast Asia in the 
last half of 1965 may have 
jarred the Red timetable for 
Thailand. 


What next? 
It is thought here that more 


guerillas could be introduced 
from outside th eborders, more 
arms could be sent in and trou- 
ble could be fomented among 
the 40,000 North Vietnamese 
refugees still living in Northeast 
Thailand. 


Government experts here do 


not believe that the situation 
has yet reached the stage where 
th eCommunists can mount a 
Viet Nam-type war in Thailand. 
But a lot will depend upon how 
effective the Thais continue to 
be in carrying out economic and 
social improvement orograms. 


This is the area where Presi- 


dent Johnson has now pledged 
Bangkok additional resources to 
fight hunger, disease and pov- 
erty.

gress to President 
Johnson's 


proposal to cut $216 million 
from an aid program for public 
schools in areas with large con- 
centrations of federal workers. 


The program has been a 


congressional favorite since it 
began in 1950 and there is little 
enthusiasm for Johnson's rec- 
ommended slash of 57 per cent 
in its budget. 


Under Johnson's proposal, 2,- 


030 counties in all 50 states, plus 
the District of Columbia, would 
face heavy cuts in the federal 
funds they are now using to 
build schools and to pay teach- 
ers' salaries and other opera- 
ting expenses. 


San Diego County would lose 


$6 million, Los Angeles $3.6 mil- 
lion and the state of California 
as a whole, $35.4 million under 
the new approach. Texas would 
suffer the second biggest reduc- 
tion — $13.9 million. Many 
Southern and Western 
cities 


near military bases would lose 
nearly all of their allotments. 


Some school authorities have 


warned their representatives in 
Congress that the school year 
may have to be shortened and 
salaries cut if the reduced bud- 
get is approved. 


The program was originally 


designed to help school districts 
near large military bases which 
bore the double burden of hav- 
ing to educate the children from 
the bases while their tax base 
was reduced by federal proper- 
ty ownership. It has since been 
greatly expanded to take in the 
children of civilian federal em- 
ployes wherever they comprise 
more than 3 per cent of the 
school district's enrollment. 


At present, expenditures for 


the program top $400 million 
and the school districts which 
receive the aid count on it for a 
substantial part of their budget 


Viewing the steady expansion 


and growing cost of the pro- 
gram, the last three administra- 
tions have tried to cut it, but 
without 
success. 
Johnson is 


relying on the big, broad school 
aid program enacted by Con- 
gress last year to take the sting 
out of the cuts he is now propos- 
ing.

at blocking intimidation of Ne- 
groes 
seeking 
to 
integrate 


schools and harassment of Ne- 
gro pupils attending previously 
all-white schools, according to 
informants.

proposals in a civil rights pack- 
age that will include proposed 
laws to eliminate discrimination 
in jury selection; extend federal 
court protection to Negroes and 
civil 
rights 
workers 
in the 


South, and eliminate discrim- 
ination in the sale or rental of 
housing. 


Johnson included all but the 


school proposals in his Jan. 12 
State of the Union Message. The 
bills reportedly 
are 
nearing 


completing in the hands of Jus- 
tice Department draftsmen. 


The U.S. Commission on Civil 


Rights reported Tuesdya that 
nearly 12 years after the Su- 
preme Court ruled that segre- 
gated schools are unconstitu- 
tional, only one of every 13 Ne- 
gro children in the South is at- 
tending school with white pu- 
pils. 


The commission said fear, 


intimidation by whites, racial 
ties and habits have combined 
in the South to circumvent de- 
segregation plans and federal 
laws aimed at withholding fed- 
eral aid from school districts 
where segregation continues. 


One of the commission's pro- 


posals wil be reflected in the 
legislation about to be submit- 
ted by the President. The com- 
mission said Congress should 
enact laws authorizing the at- 
torney general and the victims 
to bring civil suits to stop pri- 
vate persons from harassing or 
intimidating Negro parents or 
children seeking to 
exercise 


their rights under federally ap- 
proved desegregation plans.
